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THE  PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


Recently  llicre  have  come  to  my  office  a  great  many  communications  from 
nulitary  and  naval  sources  soliciting  candidates  for  the  W'AACS  and  the  W  A\  ICS. 
It  is  easy  to  understand  why  men  in  charge  of  recruitment  for  these  services 
should  want  to  tap  every  source  of  potential  supply,  hut  it  is  not  so  easy  to  under- 
stand why  they  should  include  teachers  colleges  in  their  cami)aigns.  I'ossihly  the 
apjx'als  were  sent  out  indiscriminately  without  regard  for  the  tyi)e  of  institution 
to  which  they  were  mailed,  but  if  this  is  not  the  case,  obviously  the  armed  forces 
are  attempting  to  raid  the  ranks  of  our  women  teachers.  Against  this  i)ractice  I 
raise  one  small  voice  in  vigorous  protest. 

\'ictory  is  the  theme  of  your  Yearbook.  X'iciory  is  the  slogan  of  a  lighting 
America.  But  victory  must  l)e  won  in  the  classrooms  of  the  nation  as  decisively 
as  on  the  battlefields  of  the  world.  You  cannot  perpetuate  the  democratic  way 
of  life  without  correlated  indoctrination  of  young  ])eople,  any  more  than  you  can 
make  it  survive  without  superior  reserves  of  guns,  and  planes,  and  shi])s. 

Two  months  ago  the  Commissioner  of  lulucalion  sent  to  superintendents 
and  principals  throughout  the  state  a  timely  letter  concerning  the  current  teacher 
shortage.  He  quoted  some  pertinent  statistics  to  show  that  the  condition  is  alarm- 
ing even  now.  and  will  become  progressively  more  so  as  this  devastating  war 
drags  on.  Surelv  it  is  not  a  time  further  to  deplete  instructional  ])ersonnel  by 
such  expedients  as  glamorizing  a  uniform  or  dangling  an  inflated  i)ay  check  before 
the  eyes  of  our  graduates.  There  is  an  abundance  of  good  material  for  the 
auxiliarv  forces  outside  the  walls  of  teacher-training  institutions,  but — even  in 
normal  times — there  can  never  be  a  saturation  point  in  the  production  of  good 
teachers,  because  ui)()n  them  depend  so  tremendously  the  welfare  and  ])rogress 
of  civilization. 

One  great  difficulty  is  that  for  years  communities  have  failed  to  recognize 
the  importance  of  our  calling.  This  attitude  has  led  to  a  general  lack  of  aggressive- 
ness on  our  part.  We  have  formed  the  habit  of  self-eft'acement.  We  have  hidden 
away  in  the  innocuous  seclusion  of  the  classroom,  and  our  exertions  have  gone 
imheeded  amid  the  strident  clamour  about  us.  If  there  were  a  more  general  ap- 
preciation of  the  worth  and  accomplishments  of  teachers,  it  would  not  be  neces- 
sary to  recruit  them  in  this  day  of  stress.  Patriotism  is  one  of  the  proudest 
heritages  of  American  life.  Once  our  people  realize  that  teaching  is  a  patriotic 
service  and  that  the  guardians  of  the  classroom  are  in  effect  the  co-defenders  of 
democracy,  the  teacher  shortage  will  disapjiear  overnight. 

Nothing  said  here  is  intended  to  reflect  in  anv  wav  u])on  the  work  of  the 
auxiliary  branches.  These  splendid  groups  are  contributing  in  no  small  measure 
to  the  cau.se  of  victory.  I  plead  merelv  for  a  more  widespread  understanding  of 
a  profession  which  is  as  old  as  knowledge,  as  steadfast  as  truth,  and  as  funda- 
mental as  the  freedom  it  was  designed  to  preserve.

Second  Lieutenant  James  F.  Attridge.  Jr..  L'.  S.  A.  A.  C.  was  the  first  Salem 
alumnus  to  give  his  life  in  the  second  world  conflict.  He  was  born  in  Salem,  was 
graduated  from  St.  Mary's  Grammar  School  and  the  Salem  High  School,  and 
entered  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Salem  in  the  fall  of  1937.  During  his 
four  years  there  he  endeared  himself  to  all  who  knew  him  in  his  scholastic, 
athletic,  and  social  activities,  for  he  ])articipated  in  the  various  j^hases  of  college 
life  with  an  enthusiasm  and  energy  that  made  him  outstanding. 

Jimmy  was  elected  president  of  the  freshman  class,  and  during  the  three  en- 
suing years,  he  held  such  positions  as  president  of  the  Men's  Athletic  Association, 
vice-president  of  the  Mathematics  Club,  business  manager  of  the  Log.  captain  of 
the  Junior  \'arsity  basketball  team,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Literary-Dramatic 
Club  and  the  Pitman  Debating  Society. 

Enlisting  in  the  Army  Air  Corps  after  his  graduation  in  1941.  Jimmy,  shortly 
after  receiving  his  W  ings,  was  killed  in  the  crash  of  a  bomber  in  South  Carolina 
in  the  performance  of  duty.  On  December  3.  1942,  honor  was  paid  the  aviator  in 
the  dedication  of  a  plaque  at  the  college  by  Beta  Chapter  of  Kappa  Delta  Phi.  The 
solemn  occasion  was  marked  by  addresses  of  Captain  Thomas  J.  O'Connell  of  the 
A.  .A.  C.  Reverend  Father  John  Twiss  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  Church. 
Salem.  Mayor  Edward  A.  Cofl:ey.  Ensign  Paul  Malboeuf.  '38.  L'.  S.  X'.  R..  and 
President  Sullivan.  Singing  of  the  fraternity  song,  whose  words  had  been  written 
by  Lieutenant  Attridge.  selections  by  the  college  choir,  and  the  unveiling  of  the 
plaque  l)y  Richard  Clancy.  '41,  U.  S.  X.  R.  completed  the  impressive  exercises  of 
which  John  Capone,  '43.  president  of  Beta  Chapter,  had  charge. 

It  seems  as  though  we  can  look  uj)  and  see  Jimmy  walking  briskly  down 
the  corridor,  smiling  in  his  inimitable  way.  W'e  realize  that  we  are  truly  honored 
to  have  known  one  who  contributed  a  good  life  to  the  cause  of  freedom,  and  we 
echo  the  words  of  Father  Twiss :  "Lieutenant  James  F.  Attridge.  Jr.  is  not  dead. 
Only  the  body  dies.  He  kept  his  wings  and  with  them  soared  to  where  beyond 
the  heavens  there  is  peace.  Of  Jimmy  we  can  say  what  Captain  Maguire  said  of 
the  heroes  of  Pearl  Harbor.

HISTORY 

1939-1940 


W'c  were  rookies  tliat  first  year;  we  looked  it  and  felt  it,  and  our  uniforms 
didn't  seem  to  measure  up  to  those  of  our  superior  officers.  Those  who  had  enlisted 
hefore  us  weren't  altogether  unfriendly,  hut  someone  must  have  told  them  to  break 
in  the  new  draftees,  toughen  them  up,  make  them  realize  that  regimentation  had 
actually  begun.  We  realized  it  as  soon  as  the  first  corporal  had  set  eyes  on  us 
standing  fearfulh'  before  the  barracks  surveying  all  with  what  we  thought  was  an 
experienced  military  look. 

That  look  was  erased  firmly  and  gradually  through  a  hectic  period  known  as 
'Tnitiation  \\  e^k."  W  e  never  knew  that  we  could  act  in  such  an  insane  way  or 
feel  so  foolish,  but  it  taught  us  that  if  we  could  stand  initiation  we  could  also  face 
the  fiercest  enemy  that  ever  stormed  a  rampart.  Just  when  we  thought  that  our 
self-respect  had  disappeared,  never  to  return,  we  were  given  Log  questionnaires 
which  restored  our  dignitv  and  made  us  feel  as  exalted  as  on  that  first,  knee- 
weakening  dav  known  as  Orientation  Day,  when  our  su])erior  ofticers  met  us  and 
extended  cordial  greetings. 

After  we  had  lieen  duly  initiated  and  accepted  as  true  army  recruits,  though 
we  had  considered  ourselves  such  from  the  dav  our  numbers  came  u]),  we  looked 
around  with  a  more  confident  eye  and  discovered  that  one  of  our  well-liked  officers 
was,  technically  speaking,  a  rookie  also.  Immediately,  we  adopted  Mr.  Roger  A. 
Hardv  as  our  special  facultv  meml)er.  for  he  was  a  recruit  also  in  1939. 

When  we  had  finally  established  ourselves  as  "in."  along  came  a  i)sychology 
test  that  was  to  determine  our  I.  Q.'s  and  once  more  we  suffered  "rookie  blues" 
and  shed  rookie  tears.  \\  hen  we  heard  that  during  the  summer  the  .gym  fioor  had 
been  painted  and  new  flags  raised,  we  climbed  out  of  our  foxholes  and  once  more 
raised  smiling,  confident  faces  to  greet  our  brother  soldiers. 

On  Octoljer  19th.  we  saw  our  ranks  honored  when  Nicholas  Guidara,  a  com- 
mercial freshman,  won  the  annual  Declamation  Contest  with  his  rendition  of  X'ictor 
Hugo's  "Death  Penalty,"  and  Marguerite  Carbone  received  honorable  mention  for 
"The  Constitution  as  the  Supreme  Law  of  the  Land."  There's  one  thing  the  army 
did  :  it  kept  us  entertained,  perhaps  to  make  up  for  the  long  hours  we  spent  on  the 
drill-field.  We  well  remember  the  good  time  we  had  when  the  Girls'  (}lee  Club 
and  the  Singing  INIen  united  in  a  superproduction  of  the  Christmas  Pops  Concert. 
Two  rookies.  Estelle  Freedland  and  Mrginia  Durant  gave  solos  and  our  chests 
swelled  so  much  that  next  day  we  all  had  to  sew  the  buttons  on  our  coats.  Later 
the  Literary-Dramatic  Club  presented  a  play  called  "Pays  to  be  Clumsy."  in  which 
rookies  Gordon  ]\IcRae.  \'ictoria  Machaj.  and  \'incent  Ribaudo  cooperated  to 
make  it  the  best  in  the  play  tournament.  Speaking  of  tournaments,  several  series 
of  another  type  were  begun  when  a  ping-pong  table  was  added  to  the  men's  locker- 
room.  Pauline  Chellis  and  her  Modern  Dance  group.  sj)onsored  bv  the  A.  A., 
so  impressed  us  with  their  agility  that  the  next  day  we  were  particularly  ambitious 
in  physical  exercise  drills.  We  heard  Prof,  de  Haas  of  Harvard  for  the  first  time 
that  year,  and  have  been  interested  and  enlightened  by  his  annual  lectures  since  then. 

Two  milestones  reached  before  we  hailed  the  Xew  Year  included  the  opening 
of  Station  WESX  with  the  Pitman  Debating  Society  taking  honors  as  the  first 
students  to  help  launch  the  enterprise,  and  Dorothy  Donnelly's  suggestion  for 
Xorth  Station  study  desks — promptly  adopted  by  the  B.  &  ^L 


CaiiK'  till'  Wu  \\dv  .111(1  llif  iicrvc-rackiii.t;  aiitici|)ati()ii  of  our  lir.st  j,niar(l- 
liousc  iiitciiiniciU — exams.  However,  we  paused  lonj^  euouf^h  to  listeu  to  President 
Sullivan's  radio  talk.  "The  Road  to  War,"  and  we  wrote  home  about  the  grand 
Colonel  we  had. 

That  was  the  year  when  the  ([ueslion  ahout  President  Roosevelt's  third  term 
was  being  di.scussed.  and  l)oh  Harrv  and  Hill  Dalton  persuaded  us  that  he  ought 
not  to  be  induced  to  run  by  trimming  Iloly  Cross  in  an  unforgettable  debate. 
That  was  also  the  year  the  juniors  defied  tradition  and  held  their  I^rom  outside 
the  college,  at  the  New  Ocean  House  in  Swampscott.  Those  of  us  who  weren't 
doing  K.  P.  managed  to  attend  and  we  walked  knee-deep  in  Stardust  for  a  full 
week  after  it.  Soon  after  the  Prom.  Miss  Cladys  Morehouse  announced  her  en- 
gagement to  Mr.  Moody,  principal  of  the  II.  .\l.   I".  .School. 

".\l(i\e-ui)  "  ceremonies  were  inno\ated  1)_\'  Mrs.  Margaret  King,  and  are  now 
established  as  a  Salem  tradition,  i^efore  graduation  we  said  goodbye  to  top-rank- 
ing junior  officers  who  were  being  shii)])ed  out  and  returned  to  our  barracks  to 
pack  for  our  first  long  leave.  W  e  couldn't  (luite  make  mit  the  barracks  as  we 
rode  away.   If  might  have  been  the  sun  in  our  eyes. 


1940-1941 

During  our  first  leave  the  gym  bleachers  were  completed  so  that  on  the  first 
day  back  as  privates  we  inspected  the  addition  to  our  cam])  with  eager  interest. 
Those  first  few  days  we  found  time  to  welcome  Miss  Elizabeth  Barlow,  who  suc- 
ceeded Mrs.  Moody  as  su])ervisor  of  the  seventh  grade  in  the  training  school,  and 
renewed  acquaintance  with  our  entire  class  of  ex-rookies,  all  129  of  them. 

That  year  Danny  O'Xeil  was  our  favorite  i^rivate,  so  we  made  him  class 
])resident  with  Everett  Thistle  as  vice-president.  That  year  also  .saw  the  changing 
of  Harvard- Yale  team  tradition  to  conform  to  school  colors,  until  after  a  while 
Orange  and  Brow-n  slipped  from  our  lips  easily  and  we  forgot  the  long  familiar 
earlier  names.  Then  the  Council  changed  the  date  of  elections  so  that  the  delegates 
to  the  Xew  York  Conference  might  be  allowed  to  participate  in  panels. 

]\Iarcli  lUth  we  saw  a  Modern  Dance  Recital  in  Training  School  Hall  in  which 
Barl)  Flaherty,  ChrLstine  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  O'Brien  represented  our  ranks. 
The  U.  S.  O.  continued  to  delight  us  with  offerings  as  the  lecture  of  Bradford 
^\'ashburn  the  noted  adventurer  and  mountain  climber,  and  the  memorable  pro- 
duction of  the  "Ghost  Train"  in  which  Private  McRae,  Rookies  Kane,  Sullivan, 
and  W'olfson  performed.  Xo,  we're  not  forgetting  the  combined  concert  of  Bow- 
doin  College  Glee  Club  and  our  Girls'  Glee  Club,  in  the  "Music  Parade"  nor  the 
Junior  Prom  which  this  year  defied  tradition  by  being  held  in  Boston  at  the 
Hotel  Somerset. 

W'e  recall  with  pleasure  the  excellent  performance  bv  the  Essex  County 
\\'.  P.  A.  Orchestra  of  sixty  pieces,  and  the  visit  of  Filene's  hair  stylist  sponsored 
by  the  A.  A.  to  officiate  at  G.  I.  haircuts  with  lucky  Gladys  ^McKenney  win- 
ning a  prize  coiffure. 

We  witnessed  another  first  that  year  when  the  frosh  were  allowed  to  have 
a  dance,  contrary  to  usual  jirocedure.  But  we  didn't  mind,  our  Sophomore  Hop 
wasn't  so  bad  either.  Do  you  remember  the  three-ring  circus  that  was  its  theme? 
Do  you  remember  who  hel])ed  put  it  over?  They  were  Privates  O'X'eil,  McRae, 
Welch.  Roberts,  Maloney,  Lospennato,  and  Gallant  aided  bv  Auxiliaries  Frances 
Welch  and  Minty  Scopa.  \\'e  were  proud  of  that  dance  and  our  egos  were  given 
another  boost  when  Mary  Sullivan  was  chosen  for  Council  Treasurer,  the  only 
Sophomore  to  make  the  Council  elections.

Another  f'irst  came  to  pass  when  the  Book  Club  held  its  first  annual  Fair 
Week  with  the  hope  that  it  would  become  a  custom.  It  has  and  we  heartily  ap])rove.

Oh,  yes,  we  had  a  Junior  Prom,  and  Oueen  Helen  Cummings  wielded  the 
scejUre  while  Barb  Flaherty,  Kav  O'Brien.  Helen  Cillis.  and  Marv  .Sullivan  saw 
to  her  every  need. 

W  hen  June  rolled  around  we  turned  our  ])ack  on  the  year  made  memorable 
by  our  first  crack  at  maneuvres  (training). 


1942-1943 

Se])tember.  1942.  found  us  returning  and  our  subordinates  had  only  to  look 
at  our  smiling  superior  faces  to  realize  that  we  were  Sergeants.

The 
Army  began  as  usual  its  crusade  for  good  entertainment  with  the  presentation  of 
the  famous  Hampton  Institute  Quartet. 

The  war  effort  cropped  uj)  again  in  the  form  of  the  organization  of  X'olunteer 
First  Aid  Detachment  Units  which  included  13  Sergeants.  We  read  with  interest 
and  pride  of  Mr.  Walter  Whitman's  being  awarded  a  fellowship  in  the  Council  for 
the  Advancement  of  Science  and  knew  then  that  our  enjoyment  of  his  classes  had 
been  fully  justified.

The  followinjj  month  another  ])recedent  was  hroken  wdien  recorded  music  was  used 
at  the  Log  Dance,  A  Rainhow  ilo]).  Amonji^  Sertjeants  who  aided  in  inittin"^  it 
over  were  Natalie  Smith.  Helen  Thomas,  John  Capone,  and  Claire  O'Neil.  On 
Noveniher  7,  we  were  saddened  hy  the  death  of  our  former  classmate  \'irginia 
M.  Durant  who  had  heen  ill  since  slie  left  the  collet^e  durinij  her  Sophomore  year. 

It  was  in  l)ecem])er  that  the  Kappa  Delta  Phi  Fraternity,  Beta  Chaj)ter,  did 
honor  to  the  late  Lieut.  James  Attridge  hy  the  presentation  of  a  plaque  in  his 
memory.  .After  the  rigors  of  New  Year's  and  Midyears,  we  launched  into  social 
activity  to  try  to  forget  the  recently-escaped  guardhouse.  F'irst  we  w^ent  to  the 
Cl.ilM']-. R  Dance,  to  which  we  invited  servicemen  for  the  many  "manless"  girls 
and  ct)mmended  Kay  O'Brien  and  her  aides-de-CLIPl'ER  for  a  successful  under- 
taking. Next  we  hrought  our  gowns  out  of  storage  and  hought  Juliet  caps  to  wear 
to  what  proved  to  he  the  season's  surprise  hit — the  \\  .  A.  A.  Dance  which  was 
jHit  over  hy  \\".  .A.  A.  Sergeants.  The  crowning  event  was  the  crowning  of  Queen 
Kay  O'Brien  and  lier  court  of  underclassmen. 

Aliss  Elizabeth  Roberts,  for  thirteen  years  a  member  of  our  faculty,  was 
married  to  a  New  'S'ork  civil  engineer  in  March.  W  e  missed  her  becau.se  she  made 
our  classes  enjoyable  and  ])ecause  lier  musical  talent  was  a  source  of  pleasure  to 
us.  Then  our  colleagues,  the  commercial  division,  left  us  to  train  in  widely-scat- 
tered sections  of  the  state,  Evelyn  Thomjjson  even  fonsaking  Massachusetts  for 
Maine.

Wednesday,  June  9,  1943,  when  86  of  us  hope  to  receive  our  degrees 
proudly,  to  the  acclaim  of  parents,  faculty,  and  friends.
